TUa coun- 
try and American citizens hhall have sijnilar rights with respect to 
radio inatallations. BigfaU of residence, property ownership and and 
conduBfr of enterprise *<ft bk »njoSred in abwlute equality, without 
permit or license, censorship of messages or discriminatory police 
regulations. Every American contention, in fact, is fully established 

and wf egoArded. , 

The treaty— which was signed on Pebmary 11— ffoee atill further 
By it the United .States consenta to the adminirtration of the north 
Paoafic islands by Japan, but only on precise conditions. First, this 
country is to have the benefit of the. engagemente of Japan ^t forth 
m tile league mandate, the proVtallWfbdng quoted. Moreorer, any 
uiodiricutions in the mandate are to be subject to the consent of the 
United States, ancNIf^ agree, to fnmidi this government with 
duplicate, of the ahiwal report, of her aaminirtration which she is 
required to funiiah to the league of nations. In other words, the 
United States has all the rights, prirtleges and Mfeguards enjoyed by 
•nemben of the league, while bearing no re^onaihility involved in 
the mandate or in leagu^Tiembership.

'ty eggs," J. H. Martin, In charge of 
I ho college popultry work aald "Eggs 
tupltable for producing healthy, vig- 
orous chicks must be fertile, fresh in 
quality , normal in size, shapn aud 
shell texture and produced by hnalthy 
vigorous stock. They should hr kept 
in a clean, well ventilated room hav- 
ing a temperature of about 50 'l»grcee. 
Ten days Is the longest perioil eggs 
should be held before being placed in 
maehlnea and the shorter the time 
they are held the better will be the 
hatch. 

"While the hen la a good Incubator 
nf eggs, ahe la being replaced rapidly 
by the hot air, hot water or electric 
machines, aU of which give good r»- 
sults under proper management Tlie 
type of machine to buy is the one that 
Is durable, built of good materials, 
well insulated from the outside tem- 
perature and easily cleaned. It also 
should have a heating device that Is 
capable of supplying sufficient heat, 
and a heat control that Is accurate. 
Ample provision for ventilating the 
egg chamber is Important. Operation 
0 fthe machine is best done according 
to the manufacturer's directions." 
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since the garden la expected to pro- 
duce more food than any other piece 
of ground the same size on the farm It 
la essential that It be given tlu- best 
possible care.

SlOAlf GRASS GAINS FAVOB 

IS HAT AHD PASTUBB CHOP. 

I.,exlngton, Ky. — Although only a 
small acreage of It was grown In the 
state last year, Sudan grass haa dem- 
onstrated Its usefulness to Kentucky 
farmers, both as n pa.ilure and hay 
crop, and Indlcattcus are that more 
farmers will try It during the coming 
year ,accordlng to props specialists at 
the College of Agriculture. Not mare 
than. 200 acres ware grown In 1921 but 
it is probable that thia will ba Increas- 
ed to about 2.000 awea thla year. 

Hm grass, which is a fine-stem- 
med sorghum, is posalble more valu- 
able In the atata tor paatnre than it 
is tar hay, thfi being eapeolally true 
in the case of dairymen and farmers 
who are raising large numbers of 
hogs. From the time that It Is a foot 
high, the grass will carry about 1,000 
pounds of live weight of any class of 
stock an acre. On good land, the car- 
rying capacity is even greater. The 
crop has further advanttages in that 
the seed is cheap.ranging around four 
cents a pound. It is relished by all 
classes of stock and can be grown on 
any type of soil. The grass grows 
rapidly during July and August until 
ktlUng frosU. 

In Kentucky, It usually la seeded 
from May 1 until July and is cut for 
hay whe nthe. first heada appear. It 
is poaaiblle to get two eropa of bay a 
season from it and gome pasture In ad- 
dition. Prom 10 to 10 pounds of seed 
is used sn acre. This may be broad- 
casted and harrowed in or drilled with 
wheat drill set »t about two peks of 
flax an acre, the latter method being 
preferable. The heavier rate o fseed- 
ing is best both for hay and pasture 
purposes, 

J. S. King, a dairyman at Somerset, 
is among the Kentucky farmers who 
have obtained good results witli thu 
crop, Mr. King grew 18 acros lu 1921 
and will sow an equal acreage this 
year. He ut one rcop of hay and then 
grasad ths graaa for the remainder of 
the aaasoa.
